NEW YORK. Jan. 10.—({Exclustve 
Dispatch.}] The World this morning 
says it has learned on good authority 
that for ten years past the government 
has been cheated out of at least $890,- 
000 a year in duties, mainly through im- 
proper methods of one New York firm 
acting in collusion with dishonest cus- 
tomhouse employés. How much further 
the swindling has gone \can be only 
guessed at.

HEALTH REPORT. 
MANY ADDITIONS MADE. 

For December the health department 
has just issued a report which is much 
more elaborate and complete than any 
statement of vital statistics heretofore 
issued. Aside from all the information 
in previous reports, there is printed 
on the front page a table of public im- 
provements containing an estimate of 
the population, the area of the city, the 
area of the parks, number of public 
schools, miles of graded and paved 
streets, miles of sewers, mileage of elec- 
tric street railways, number of passen- 
gers and freight trains arriving and 
departing dally, information concerning 
the fire department, telephone system 
and bank clearings. 

To the divisions regarding the causes 
of disease many additions have been 
. Im the new report deaths are 
arranged under nine heads and ninety 
specific diseases. The report also con- 
tains the reports of the health inspec- 
tors and the meteorological summary 
compiled by the United States Weather 
Bureau.

It con- 
tains half tones of all the city offi- 
cials, and much general information 
regarding the city that has never been 
used before. 

Undoubtedly the cost of the report 
will be much heavier than in previous 
years, but it is believed the advertising 
advantages of the publication will 
more than offset the extra expense. For 
many years there has been a demand 
for some compendium of information 
which could be exchanged with other 
cities for similar detailed municipal in- 
formation. Flaborate illustrated state- 
ments of the financial affairs of other 
cities are received by the Mayor every 
year, and heretofore there has been 
nothing of similar nature to send ina 
return. Besides the pictures of the offi. 
clals there are half tones of scenes in 
the parks and of the City Hall and 
Courthouse.

Auditor 
Unger will send a copy to every auditor 
and newspaper in the State. Hundreds 
of the copies will be sent East, where 
they will constitute a good adverti«e- 
ment of Los Angeles.

FREE LABOR 

Building Operations Need not Be Re. 

tarded Because of Dislike for Methods 

of the Unions. 

“It in safe to say,” sald a manu- 
facturer and building contractor yes- 
terday, “that more than $100,000 is 
hanging back from investment in 
building operations in Los Angeles for 
the reason that intending builders fear 
they cannot begin work without em- 
ploying union labor, the consequence 
of which, they know, would result in 
placing their operations in the hands 
of ‘walking delegates.’ 

“There are hundreds of non-union 
mechanics in the city, and any build- 
ing can be constructed from cellar to 
garret and sompletely fitted without 
calling on one union man for labor. 
The trades are not nearly so well or- 
ganized as the utterances of the agi- 
tators would indicate. This has been 
proven time and again, and its latest 
proof was furnished in the unavailing 
strike at the Hughes and Ca ter & 
Biles planing mills, when all the unton 
men laid down their tools, and only 
those who renounced the union were 
reémployed. Notwithstanding this the 
mille did not shut down for one day, 
and now are doing more business than 
ever. 

“Non-union mechanics of a high or- 
der of ability and of superior intelli- 
gence can be found in any desired num- 
ber at any time, and’ persons who do 
not care to run the risk af union trou- 
bies and arbitrary methods need have 
no hesitancy in proceeding with build- 
ing operations.”

RUDE ASSAULT THAT WAS NEVER 
REPORTED TO POLICE. 
. ‘ 
Mrs. Millie Smith Tells the Story 
After the Dismissal of James Mayor, 
Charged With Arson—Two Months in 
Jail Kills Man's Business. 


James Mayor, about © years old, who 
has been languishing in the County 
Jalil since October, on a charge of ar- 
son, was discharged yesterday on mo- 
tion of the District Attorney. So slight 
and trivial was th® evidence against 
Mayor that a trial was in no wise war- 
ranted, and the case was dismissed. 
Why the defendant was ever held to 
answer in the first place is a wonder; 
that he lay in jail so long, without an 
objection scarcely, shows him pos- 
sessed of patience of the monumental! 
sort. At any rate he breathed free air 
again yesterday after an incarceration 
of over two months. 

Mayor runs a little stove establish- 
ment at Main and Seventeenth streets, 
and during his imprisonment his busi- 
ness has been closed down for lack of 
an overseer. He is absolutely alone in 
this part of the world, and has no rela- 
tives who could have kept his store 
open. 

The . information against Mayer 
charged him with setting fire, on Octo- 
ber 16, to the cottage home of Mrs. Mil- 
lie Smith at the corner of Fifty-second 
street and Kinley avenue) in the Ver- 
non district. Time was when Mrs. 
Smith was Mayor's housekeeper, but a 
disagreement broke up the arrangement 
prior to the fire, and she moved out to 
Vernon. The fact that hard feelings 
had existed between them was largely 
instrumental in Mayor's arrest. 

TAPP PUT OUT FIRE. 

The incendiary, whoever he was, 
lighted the fire on the steps of the 
house on two sides. Rags and coal! oll 
furnished the inflammable material. 
Before more than $15 damage had been 
done, the flames were extinguished by 
an oid man, Robert Tapp, horse trainer, 
whe tived by permission in a little ell 
which he had built to the Smith cot- 
tage. Mrs. Smith is now convinced that 
Mayor had nothing to do with the ar- 
son; nor does she hold Tapp blameless, 
although she makes no direct allega- 
tions. She believes, however, that Tapp 
was jealous of Mayor and feared that 
she might go back to work for him. 

“Tapp often told her that he thought 
a thousand times more of her than did 
Mayor,” said LeCompte Davis, attorney 
for Mayor, yesterday, “and on the night 
of the fire Mrs. Smith was not at home 
and Tapp was there alone. Neighbors 
were attracted by the flames, and had 
to arouse Tapp-—at any rate, a neigh- 
bor woman says she waked him, while 
Tapp says he heard cries of fire before 
any one arrived on the scene.” 

Mra. Smith said yesterday she. was 
going to take immediate steps to get 
Tapp off her premises. 

“T’thought him a nice, Christian old 
gentieman 


when I firet knew him,” 
said she vesterday, “but | am suspi- 
cious now.” 


STRANGE ASSAULT. 

The woman then related 4 story to 
the reporter that thickens the mystery. 
It pertained to a curious.assault, and 
happened about a week before Christ- 
mas. She was working at the time for 
Mrs. Jane Dorsey on Thirty-eighth 
street, and was returning from town to 
the Dorsey home one night about i! 
o'clock, when suddenly a young Mexi- 
can quiet] yapproached her from behind 
and threw over her face a handkercnief 
covered with glue. 

“T thought it was molasses,” said 
Mra. Smith, “when I first felt the stuff, 
but now I know it was glue. The Mex- 
ican was about 20 years old. He threw 
me down on the ground and I had hard 
work frightening him away.” 

Strange to say, this rude assault was 
never reported to the police. 

“No, 1 did not report it,’ ‘said she, 
“because of my two daughters—and I 
had been mixed up in so much mys- 
tery lately, that I told nobody but a 
few of my friends.” 

BIG DEBT. 
SUIT TO FORECLOBE. 

Foreclosure proceedings were begun 
yesterday in the Superior: Court to re- 
cover on a promissory note for $50,000, 
dated June 1, 1887. The maker of the 
note is J. F.: Crank, the originatur of 
the old Los Angeles Railway system. 
The plaintiff in the action ‘Sled yester- 
day is Anna M. Spence, widow of E. F. 
Spence, founder and firet president of 
the First National Bank of this city, 
who died in September, 1892. The 
widow was the sole devisee of the big 
estate and is now the executrix. 

Crank and Spence were mutual! busi- 
ness associates, and their commingling 
interests were many. 

It was in June, 1887, that the big note 
of $60,000 was signed in favor of Spence, 
payable one day after date. Down to 
and including November 15, 1887, va- 
rious amounts were paid by Crank on 
the note until the indebtedness was re- 
duced to $36,181.60. At that time a new 
note for the last-named amount was 
made to Spence and secured by real 
property in this city and the town of 
Monrovia, This property was owned by 
Crank in common with Spence and 
other parties, but Crank’'s interest on 
January 14, 1891, was transferred to 
Spence for the purpose of a ae 
the promissory note. On October 
1891. Crank and Spence had a settie- 
ment as to the balance due on the note 
at that time and ascertained that it 
was $31,586.60, for which amount Crank 
gave a new note with the understand- 
ing that any property Spence held in 
trust for him sheuld stand against the 
note. 

The sum of $31,586.60 is the amount 
which the executrix now seeks to re- 
cover, less $2350 paid by Crank a 
months prior to Spence’s death. Pilain- 
tiff asks permission to sell all the trust 
property, and, if the money reniized 
will not wipe out the big debt te her 
husband's estate, she wants a judg- 
ment against Crank for-the deficiency.

The first time she mentioned the 
matter casually, saying that she had 
the diamonds in a safe place, where no 
one could get thefn.

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NOTES AFIELD. 
Gateresting to Farmers. 


HE following public meetings will 

be held in the immediate future 

that are of interest to farmers, 
@irectly or indirectly: 

The Nurserymen's and Fiorists’ Asso- 

ciation will hold ite regular. monthly 
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Interest in Berry-growing. 
The growing of berries is attracting 
the attention of many of our best loca! 


upon the elimination of the faults that 
beset the smali-fruit men's trade at 
other seasons of the year. I see in 
passing about over the county that 
large plantations of strawberries are 
being made at Tropico, Glendale, Bur- 
mett and several other sections. In 
connection with the encouragement 
ané@ progress of the berry business the 
Growers are agitating an organization 
that shall correct some of the most 
Giscouraging features of the local 
trade. It is encouraged by the better 
class of who are 
shrewd enough t» see that their inter- 
ests are in common with those of the 
growers’ interests. 
There is much complaint in the local 
* markets of poor strawberries. An im- 
provement in the quality and pack 
would be of prime importance. Neither 
is the syst of selling satisfactory to 
the growers good fruit or the pur- 
veyors to first-rate trade. There is 
mo Standard, no system of preparing 
berries for market; no provision made 
for handling the overplus, or the smal! 
berries throtch the canneries. In fact, 
one of this section's most profitable 
and distinctive lnes of fruit growing 
ie handicapped by more little deficien- 
cles in marketing than can be tolerated 
by the growers or the better trade. 
Until there is some more equitable 
methed of distribution devised, the 
strawberry men will find themselves 
doing business at a loss during certain 
seasons of the year, and lable to get 
3 mixed up with adverse conditions at 
any time. 
Renewed Planting. . 
A view of the field of Southern Cali- 
fornia shows preparations for exten- 
give tree planting. The nurseries are 
receiving deciduous trees from abroad 
by the carioad, and home-grown trees 
are in equal demand. The only draw- 
back is the lack of rain. Should timely 
raing appear the renewal and exten- 
sion of orchards will be general. In 
» many sections the old deciduous or- 
chards are being replaced -with fresh 
trees, ‘Two years ago the old, decrepit 
erehards were especially stricken with 
sour sap and other diseases of a fun- 
gus or bacterial nature. The apricot 
orchards were severely damaged. but 
the ravages of these diseases did not 
stop at that. Prunes, plums, peaches 
and pears were affected, and it is to 
the replacement of these damaged 
trees that the nurserymen look largely 
for their sales. 
f 1 am told by many that the nurseries 
of Los Angeles county are in a fair 
way to redeem themselves from the 
bad reputation it is claimed they had 
some time ago. I know that several 
of the sales yards and nurseries are 
entitied to a ciean bill of health. If 
this improvement is continued there is 
nothing to prevent the great bulk of 
the tree trade coming to this portion 
of the State. Some interesting facts 
upon these conditions should be looked 
for soon, and if they are published all 
tree planters and buyers of florisis’ 
stock will be surprised and pleased at 
the fine showing made. The improve- 
Ment in the nurseries of this county is 
largely due to the encouragement of- 
fered by the nurserymen'’s association. 


Frost-bitten Foliage. 

_ On many of the lower lands of South- 
ern California the citrus fruit trees 
suffered from frost, the tender growth 
having been killeg outright. The 
query comes to this department as to 
the removal of this frosted foliage. 
Some claim that the dead twigs and 
leaves, if left on the trees, will poison 
the sap and injure or kil the tree. 
Citrus trees tn this condition should 
aiways be pruned down to the unin- 
jured wood in order to maintain the 
beauty Of the tree and give the new 
foliage unimpeded growth. There is 
ne other reason for pruning away the 
injured parts. Wide experience and 
observation have proven that healthy 
trees are not poisoned back farther 
than the frost damage. It hag been re- 
ported to me that unpruned trees 
throw up more vigorous sprouts than 
grow from pruned trees. I know of 
one lemon orchard badly injured in 
1900 whieh now bears a heavy growth 
ot new sprouts almost hiding the dam- 
age of the preceding season. There is 
a sensible method of pruning in prac- 
tice in which the frozen branches are 
a.owed to remain until the new, 
healthy growth starts. From this new 
growth the extent of the frost injury 
may be determined tly—a thing 
impossible where the pruning is done 
immediately after the injury. It is 
much easier to properly reshape the 
top if the process is delayed till the 
tree resumes vigorous growth. The 
branches should be cut back to a point 
a short distance above the most 

: healthy growth and the tree will then 

resume ite healthy functions through- 

out. 

Proof of the above is found in that 
the deciduous trees stricken with “sour 
sap” or other maladies that may have 
; suspended the functions of the tree 
“allie two years ag, have grown out 
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of it into perfectly healthy plants 
where the main branches and trunk 
were uninjured and the trees kept in 
g00d condition otherwise. Therefore 
both in theory and fact it is reasonable 
to conclude that the frested citrus trees 
will soon resume their natural condi- 
tions whether pruned at once or left 
to begin new tips without pruning. 
Every orchard should be pruned as 
soon as the injury can be determined. 
The reason sprouts grow slower upon 
trees immediately cut back is that 
pruning develops all the wood buds 
and the strength of the tree is not 
sufficient te make any of them fully 
vigorous. If left unpruned a while 
the weak buds will remain dormant, 
leaving fewer sprouts to be matured. 


Abolishing the Commission. 

The late grand jury of San Diego 
county resorted to severe criticiem ef 
the Horticultural Commission of that 
county, and the report of these critics 
is already bearing unpalatable fruit to 
the orchard interests of that section. 
At a recent meeting of the Supervisors 
@ petition was presented asking fer 
the abolishment of the commission. The 
petition was signed by two ex-mem- 
bers of the grand jury, and twenty- 
seven others of Escondido. I was told 
by a justice of the peace of San Diego 
eounty a few days ago that there 
were two candidates for Supervisor 
upon that grand jury, and that these 
two men were especially active in their 
opposition te the Horticultural Com- 
mission, making that an avenue 
through which to cast discredit upos 
the outcrying Supervisors. Now, it our 
informant is correct it places the petty 
politicians of San Diego county in a 
critical position. 

But look at the absurdity of the Es- 


-condido petition for the abolition of 


the Horticultural Commission. Section 
1 of the act relating to boards of her- 
ticulture provides that whenever a pe- 
tition is presented to the Board of Su- 
pervisors of any county, signed Sy 
twenty-five or more persons, each of 
whom is a resident freeholder and pos- 
eessor of an orchard, stating that cer- 
tain orchards are infested with scale 
insects, and praying that a commission 
be appointed by them the Supervisors 
shall within twenty days thereafter ap- 
point a board of horticultural commis- 
sioners. The law provides that where 
the Supervisors are petitioned by twen- 
ty-five freeholders and of 
an orchard, they may remove any of 
said commissioners for cause. Are the 
Escondido petitioners so far behind 
that they did not know the office of 
commissioner itself could not be-abol- 
ished as long as twenty-five orchard- 
ists favor its continuance? A grand 
juryman who did not know more thap 
to put his fist to such a petition is 
not capable of judging whether the 
Horticultural “Commissioners of San 
Diego county are doing their duty or 
not. 

All political manipulation should be 
eliminated from this important office. 
It is one which, rightly administered, 
may be of incalculable benefit to the 
fruit interests of the country. To make 
it so the office should be so conducted 
that its efficiency and perpetuity would 
not depend upon the caprice of a few 
designing men, as there seems to be 
at the front in the counsels of politics 
in our neighbor county. If the com- 
missioners themselves in any county 
are not doing their duty there is a way 
provided for their removal. If they 
are doing all they can to better the 
conditions they should be sustained to 
the last ditch. 


Angora Goat Raising. 

Considerable interest is developing in 
the Eastern States in the governmental! 
experiments now being made with the 
Angera goat. With a view of discov- 
ering all the possibilities of increasing 
the production of mohair a farm has 
been established near Washington City. 
placed in charge of an expert and 
stocked with Angora goats from Wi!- 
liam C. Whitney's farm near Boston. 
The goats are all descendants of the 
animals presented to a Georgia man by 
the Sultan of Turkey over sixty years 
ago and are said to be of the purest 
breed found in this country. 

In 1848 the first importation of An; 
gora goats was made. While President 
Polk was President the Sultan of Tur- 
key abked the administration to send 
aman to his country well versed in 
the culivation of cotton. Dr. James BR. 


nately, some of the best specimens 
—_ raised were included in the latte 
ts. 
Of the 250,000 Angora goats in this 
country, only about half are of the 
pure strain. Texas is the only State 
ahead of California in number of goats, 
New Mexico ranking third. The annual 
clips of all classes of mohair is about 
600,000 pounds, and in addition to this 
about 1,500,000 are imported from for- 
eign countries, making the annual con- 
sumption of mohairs about 2,000,000 
pounds. Had the Eastern States been 
as progressive as Texas, California and 
New Mexico, the production of mohair 
goods would have been double the 
present output, and the importations 
reduced to less than a million pounds. 
The annual clip of these States and 
Territory is about 450,000 pounds, but 
the industry will never reach the point 
of supplying the home demand until 
the herds are bred up to the Asiatic 
standard, and the cross-bred stock is 
eliminated as far as possible from the 
bands now tended in this country. 
This brings us to the consideration 
of California as a producer of mohair 
goods. The climate of Angora is al- 
most as dry as that of this State. This 
country is located — 200 miles east 
of Constantinople. It™lies at an alti- 
tude of about 2500 feet above sea level. 
The entire province is furrowed by 
deep valleys. The elevated masses are 
shaded by forests here and there, but 
the elevated plateaux are very little 
wooded. This. scarcity of trees permit 
the summer heat to dry up what little 
humidity is deposited by the winter 
rains. The solls are light and friable. 
It is to the dryness of the climate that 
the country ower its excellence in 
growing Angora wool. The climate 
bears a remarkable resemblance to that 
of California, except tn the extreme 
cold of the winters, which necessitate 
sheltering the herds of goats during 
the most severe seasons. Although the 
province of Angora is Very small, it 
contains twenty-five, Angora goats to 
one in California, producing annually 
3,350,000 pounds of mohair. The quality 
of this wool is superior to that grown 
in South Africa the United States, 
chiefly due to the purer strains of the 
stock. ‘ 
Further investigation shows that the 
finest Angora wool is produced from 
the regions of aromatic shrubs. The 
goat is naturally a browsing animal, 
and does not thrive so well upon a 
grassy diet. That being the case there 
are thousands of square miles of ter- 
ritory in Southern California covered 
with herbage suitable for goat feeding. 
The climate of these upland hills is 
the same as that of the goat's native 
range, except'for the winter severity 
of the latter. The air is dry, and the 
wild food is not succulent--the best 
elementa for the production of fine 
wool without olly properties. Aljlto- 
gether Southern California is a better 
country for Angora goat breeding than 
the damp country of the government's 
experimental farm in Maryland. The 
subject should be investigated by 
breeders, since it appears that the 
stock would not depend Upon grass 
food at any time of the year. With 
a little feeding and with no shelter ex- 
cept an open one to protect the ani- 
mais from heavy rains, California 
should become a leading State in the 
production of mohaire of quality equal 
to best of the Asiatic countries. Other 
items upon this business may be sub- 
mitted, with the hope that the business 
may be introduced in a practica! way 
and another important industry be 
added to the achievements of stock 
farming in the Southwest. 


THE FRUIT FARM. 
Orchard and Garden.

Apply 
it as soon a8 most of the petals of the 
blossom are off, and then about once 
in ten days or two weeks. Spray from 
both or even four sides of the tree, if 
a large one. Trees that are not well 
pruned will need more spraying than 
those with open tops, in order to reach 
all parts. Later applications need not 


be as strong, afd if the trunks of the 
trees have burilaps around them after 
the middie of June. on earlv bloomers,

Frost and Frost Protection. 


The columns of the Cultivator have 
been used for years at this and other 
times of the year in prognosticating 
the weather in regard to frost. There 
are, however, many new readers of the 
Cultivator to whom the idea may be 
new that we can calculate a cold spell 
in advance, frequentiy better locally 
than can the eather Bureau itseif. 
Destructive frosts are generally jocal 
in their character, although coming 
always in a general cold time. The 
weather in Southern California, al-

Nor does it ever freeze hard with a low 
barometer. The explanation of this is 
that a low barometer indicates moist- 
ure in the atmosphere or some other 


favorable, as it tells in advance 
changes in the atmosphere. In like 
manner a degtructive freeze does not 
occur just after a heavy rain when the 
ground is wet, for then there is moiet- 
ure in the atmosphere. For the above

cur in dry Seasons or'at a dry time 
such as we have been passing through 
in the firet half of December.

THE FARM. 
“Dry Silage” or Hay Sandwice. 

I am very much in favor of green si- 
lage, but being so situated that I cannot 
have a silo, | have to resort to the dry 
silage, as some call it. I have to hire 
most of my pasture for my smal! herd 
of cows, and I fiad by using dry silage 
I can keep them throug} the six win- 
ter months for about as much as i 
can through the summer months. A 
very good pian to handle dry fodder is 
followed by one of my neighbors, who 
cuts all of his fodder at one cutting, 
though most of them in this vinicity 
cut about what they will feed in two 
or three weeks. 

On about July 1 he cuts his meadow 
grass, such as is grown on smooth 
meadows, and lets it cure one day; 
then it is hauled to his barn and im- 
mediately cet long, then placed where 
it will be handy to get at when his 
fodder is out. As soon as his corn is 
fit to cut, when the ears are glazed 
over, he cuts the corn in the ordinary 
way in shocks. About three weeks 
efter cutting it is husked and bunched, 
about eight or nine shocks to the 
bunch. After it stands this way about 
three or four weeks, so that it is 
quite dry, he draws it to the barn and 
cuts it one-quarter inch, mixing in, as 
he cuts it, the meadow hay, which is 
about one-fifth of the quantity of his 
fodder. This mixture is put into a shed 
which is built adjoining his barn. He 
does not use any water, and is not par- 
ticular to have it trampled very hard, 
At the time of feeding, about Decem- 
ber 15, it has heat enough to make the 
hard part of the cornetalks soft and 
easy for a cow with poor teeth to eat. 
He feeds this to all his cows and young 
stock, and some to his hersesa. I do not 
know how long he has done this, but 
for at least five years to my knowl- 
edge.—[C, C. Z., in Rural New-Yorker, 


Trolleys by the Farm. 

The possibilities of the trolley road in 
country districts have to 
be realized. Heretofore they have 
been confined to the carrying of pas- 
sengers. But they are also to be of 
still greater service to the rural dis- 
tricts by carrying freight, express and 
mail matter. They can not ouiy do 
this quickly and cheaply, but can take’ 
produce direct from the farms along 
their re@utes and deliver goods thereto. 
Some illuminating records of actual 
experience along this line are given on 
earlier pages of Orange Judd Farmer 
this week. The trolley should have an- 
other application, as a source of elec- 
tric power for the homesteads alone 
its route, and even at considerable 
distance therefrom. With the increased 
cheapening of electric motors, it is go- 
ing to pay farmers to meatal! motors, 
to be fed from the wire that taps the 
trolley cable, these motors to operate 
the machinery in barn or house. Elec- 
tric lighting of the homestead will also 
be feasible, and In many cases eco- 
nomica!l. There is no question about all 
this being realized more rapidly than 
the average farmer even imagines, T 
world is making’ mighty etrides, a 
these things which seemed so chimer 
ical a few months ago are now real- 
ities. Moreover, the use of distant 
waterfalls as a source of electric en- 
ergy. to be transmitted over long dis- 
tances either hy wire or by the wire- 
less system, will still further cheapen 
this form of energy and bring it within 
the means of progressive and thrifty 
rural residents.—({Orange Judd Farmer. 


THE STOCK FARM. 
New Cattle Disease in Kansas. 


During the dry weather of the last 
Summer and in the early fall, a_dis- 
ease new tO most cattlemen made its 
appearance in different parts of Kan- 
sas, but with the coming of the cool, 
moist weather of autumn generally 
disappeared. The disease was a sore 


mouth of cattle, and was popularly 
called “biack tongue.” The disease at- 
tacks cattle of all ages, cows as well 


as young cattle, and appears te be con- 
tagious, although it does not spread 
rapidly, and in some instances only one 
or two cases would eccur among a 
large number of cattle. In other in- 
stances a dozen young cattle running 
together would all be attacked by the 
disease. The first symptom usually no- 
ticed was inability or disinclination te 
eat. There is also a profuse discharge 
of saliva that drips from the mouth, 
often, frothy, due to the working of 
the we and tongue. Raw, depressed 
sores appear on the Inside of the lips 
and cheeks, as well as on the tongue, 
gums and pad of the upper jaw. |! 

most cases the tissue seemed to saad 
out and the sores were covered in the 
center by black colored dead tissue, 
hence the popular term “Diack tongue.” 
The eiges of the sore were raw and in- 
flamed, and often contained a little pus 


or matter. In some cases the sores 
were so extensive that the teeth are 
reported to have dropped out, and in 
other cases the tongue was swollen so 
severely that it protruded from the 
mouth. Associated with. .the soreness 


of the mouth there was an inflammation 
of the front feet. The feet were hot to 
the touch and tender to walk upon, 
and the animals appeared so stiff in 
the fore legs that they could move with 
difficulty. There ts a fever associated 
with the disease, the temperature rie- 
ing. In most cases, to 105 deg. Fahr. 
In cows the milk flow is lessened, and 
all animals fall away rapidly In flesh 
because of the inability to eat. 

Sick animals should be isolated from 
the well and fed on soft, nutritious 
foods, such as mashes, gruel, etc. If 
left in pastures they may starve be- 
cause of the inability te eat. The 
mouth should be swabbed out two or 
three times daily with a saturated (all 
water: will dissolve) solution of borax 
applied with a sponge or soft cloth. A 
solution of a tablespoonful of arum 
dissolved in a pint of water is also 
excellent. Practically all cases make 
a good recovery if they are cared for 
and carefully fed. The greatest loss is 


due to the falling away in flesh. Milk 
from cows affected should not be used 
for food or fed to calves. 


At the present time (December 1) the 
disease seems to have disappeared, and 
it is hoped may not reappear. The dis- 
eave is not serious and is not Me con- 
tagious “foot and mouth disease” of 
Europe.—IN. 8. Mayo, Veterinary De-

THE POULTRY YARD. 
Winter Egg Production. 

Winter ere production is not so seri- 
ous an affair with the practical poul- 
tryman as & is with the farmer. The 
reason is plain. The poultryrfan pro- 
vides well-built, warm houses, mates 
for exe production, keeps thorough- 
breds only, feeds such foods aa is rich 
in nitrogen, avoids overcrowding, and 
anakes his fowls exercise. The prac- 
tical poultryman has generous sized 
houses and never exposes his hens to 
inclement weather. With all the 
strong arguments that can be advanced 
in favor of free range, the ege farmer 
finds more profit in large runs and 
ecratching shed attachments. These 
sheds are heavily littered with etraw, 
leaves or any tight material available, 
and among this litter grain is scat- 
tered. The fowls work from morning 
till night, and not only shell out the 
eges in consequence, but keep in bet- 
ter health and vigor than when given 
free range. Free range during parts 
of the year when grass and bugs are 
plentiful is, without question, a picnic 
for fowls both old and young: but of 
what benefit ie it when the ground is 


frozen. vegetation dead, and bwee are 
as ecarce as hens’ teeth” One might as 
well spegert exercise to the hungry 
man in Place of food as to compel the 
fowls to hunt for such a living. 


The writer recalls a certain farmer 
who believed in keeping his hens on 
the “no work, no pay” plan. During 


warm weather, when 
laying—and when it was possible 
them te secure all the food they 
n —he believed in giving them « 
good breakfast and supper besides.

Marketing Young Pork. 

The popularity of young pork, with 
plenty of lean meat on it, has proved 
a boon to the farmers, for it is far 
more profitable to raise the firat hun- 
dred pounds of any animal than the 
last hundred pounds.

Quality in Butter. 

Some time ago a Chicago merchant 
made a proposition to change the basis 
of scoring tter so as to give promi- 
nence and ‘points to the element of 
“quality” (meaning keeping properties) 
and to lessen the prominence and 
points now given to favor. e rea- 
son for the proposition was that the 
quick, high flavor and aroma that 
tickle the palate and nose in freshly 
made butter of high grade are evanes- 
cent and likely to be lost before the 
usual methods -of distribution bri 
the goods to the consumer's table; an 
that the milder favored butters, if 
well made, will maintain their grade 
longer and prove of intrinsically 
greater worth, It is supposed that the 
high, quick flavor and aroma that now 
induce high flavor of scoring are gained 
by a process of making—high ripening 
and the presence of an undue propor- 
tion of caseine—which is detrimental to 
keeping quality; while the process of 
making best adapted to producing sta- 
bility of quality—medium ripening and 
a low proportion \of caseine—results in 


a milder flavor. 

In support of the proposition to give 
greater weight to keeping properties 
when scoring butter itn competition 
many instances are,given where butter 
scored very high at butter shows has 
been found after a few days to have 
deteriorated seriousiy, falling far be- 
low the grade of other samples which, 
though of lower flavor value when first 
scored, had maintained their grade 
with no apparent change—in some 
cases had even improved by the loss of 
evanescent flavors of an undesirable 
character.

»esesses very high 
flavor when fresl& made loses its qual- 
ity rapidly, but there is probably a 
considerable difference in the stabil- 
ity of high flavor in different butters. 
It is a doubtful matter that a judge 
can distinguish the difference in keep- 
ing properties when he examines the 
different samples. He may adopt es 
a general rule that the waxy bodied, 
mild flavored goods will last longer than 
these which appeal more strongly to 
the nose and palate, but it is a serious 
quettion that his judgement as to the 
stability of quality in individual sam- 
pies would be at all accurate, although 
it mieht be fairly so on the average.— 
[Produce Review.

NO INDICTMENT FOUND IN SAN

The Skaget was discharged and is 
now ready for her return voyage. This 
morning the captain made application 
to the San Pedro agent of the Sailors’

agent refused to furnish a man as re- 
quested and gave as a reason that the 
Skaget had a “scab” crew. 

The men of the Skaget's crew were 
shipped at Port Ludlow. They came 
from Seattle, but were shipped through 
a man who is not an agent of the Sail- 
ors’ Union. That is understood to be 
the reason why the union agent here 
would not furnish the man called for. 
According to the union view of it the 
Skaget's sailors, even though they be- 
long to the union, are a “scab” crew 
because they aidn't ship through the 
union agent at Seattle. There 
are said to be three hundred 
idije sailors in that city, and the men 
of the Skaget's crew were very glad to 
get the work, but that is no excuse for 
not shipping through a union agent.

OF THESE PEOPLE. 


MISSIONARY AND FAMILY 
FROM FAR KOREA. 


Rev. S. F. Moore Says He Considers 
the Little-understood Country the 
Most Profitable Field in the World for 
Christian Work. 


Rev. 8. F. Moore, for nine years past 
a Presbyterian missionary in Seoul. 
the capital of Korea, has jus: arrived 
here from the Orient with his family, 
and is registered at the Natick. He 
has come to Los Angeles for the bene- 
fit of his wife's hedith, and will prob- 
ably return later to his distant field of 
labor in one of the least-understood 
countries of the earth. ' 

With the existing conditions in the 
Hermit Nation Rev. Mr. Moore is 
thoroughly acquainted, and talks in- 
terestingly of the country, where for- 
eign missionaries, like those in China, 
were for a time in great danger, 
though the world was not so well 
aware of it. 

“At one time during the late trouble 
in China,” said he, yesterday, “a plan 
had been made among the people to 
massacre the missionaries throughout 
Korea. Rumors of the intended upris- 
ing leaked out just in time, however, 
and when it was learned that the plan 
was suepected it was immediately 
dropped, through fear of the foreign 
The Koreans, unlike the Chi- 
nese, look up in fear to the foreigners, 
and believe them possessed of danger- 
ous powers, greater than their own. 
The name for a white man in 
is “The Great Man,’ while in 
China he is dubbed with the
